Increasing Strength Of 
RAF Shown As Bombers 
Blast Ruhr Area Again 


By UNITED PRESS 

The Royal Air Force bombarded 
Germany’s heavy industries in the 
Ruhr area and the Nazi-held coast 
of France for the seventh successive 
night in what appeared today to be 
one of the war’s biggest air offens- 
ives in the making. 

The Ruhr attack has been ac- 
companied by raids of growing in- 
tensity upon the Calais-Boulogne 
area in which an estimated 200 air- 
planes took part from shortly be- 
fore sundown until early dawn to- 
day. 

The RAF offensive has not been 
accompanied by any notable action 
by the German Luftwaffe, a fac- 
tor which has given rise to much 
speculation in Britain. 

One of the biggest aerial dog- 
fights of the year was fought over 
the French coast and the English 
Channel late yesterday and during 
the early evening. Some 13 German 
Messerschmitt fighters were report- 
ed brought down and 10 British 
fighters were lost. British ships pa- 
trolled the channel waters to 
up any airmen forced down in dis- 
tress. 

The big British offensive was 
matched for intensity by the battle 
started by Gen. Sir Archibald Wa- 
vell in the Western desert. 

Axis communiques claimed today 
that the imperial troops have been 
decisively defeated in the fighting 
around Sollum. 

British reports of the encounter 
said “no cecisive turn” has yet 
been reached. Both British and Axis 
accounts made ciear that tanks 
were employed by both sides on an 
unprecedented scale. 

London said that the battle was 
foughi in temperatures so high that 
infantry movements were slowed 

icwn, indicating the interior of the 
tanks must have been almost un- 
bearable.

U. §. Borders Closed To 
Germans As Washington 
Freezes Axis Finances

WASHINGTON, (tP) Mutual 
charges of treaty violation further 
embittered German-American réla- 
tions today as President Roosevelt 
indicated that some move against 
Italy was imminent. 

The capital awaited this govern- 
ment’s formal protest to Germany 
against the torpedoing of the Am- 
erican steamer Robin Moor. 

Refusing to connect that inéi- 
dent with any plans for arming the 
merchant ships, Mr. Roosevelt said 
yesterday that he supposed every 
chief of naval operations since 1918 
has formulated plans for mount- 
ing guns on merchant vessels fof” 
their cefense and that the navy has 
such plans for doing so now if it 
were deemed necessary. 

So far as the President is con- 
cerned, he added, those plans for 
arming merchant vessels are in the 
navy safes. He said he didn’t know 
whether congressional authoriza- 
tion would be needed to take such 
action. 

In the past 96 hours the United 
States government has frozen Ger- 
man ard Italian credits in the U. 
S., ordered the closing of German 
consulates and semi-oificial agen- 
cies and expulsion of their Nazi em- 
ployes and, finally, closed Ameri- 
can borders to departure of Ger- 
man nationals. 

Asked at his press conference 
whether action would be taken 
against consulates and semi-offi- 
cial agencies of other countries,the 
| President replied not today with 
Lana pbiasis on the word “today,” sug- 
‘gesting that some Move was immi- 
nent. 

He refused to amplify the charges 
of improper and unwarranted action 
;}made against German consular and 
| semi-official agencies officials ex- 
lcept to say that they were of @ cu- 
mulative subversive character. 

The order to customs. and immi- 
| oration officers “to take all neces- 
sary steps to prevent any German 
'naticnals departing from the Unit- 
ed States pending any further in- 
structions” was explained as a move 
to prevent individuals secretly tak- 
ing funds across the border ‘in vi- 
olation of the regulations freezing 
assets.

If you have some particular prob- 
lems, the agriculture department 
probably has a pamphlet or a book- 
let that will help clear up the dif- 
ficulty.

You can 
just write to the department in 
Washington, D. C., and mention the 
subject you're interested in. 

If you're interested in wool, the 
trade expects wool consumption 
this year to be fully 20 per cent 
larger than in 1940.

City dealers also are paying high- 
er prices for fluid milk. Prices usu- 
ally go down this time of year, but 
so far this month, there’s been a 
slight rise to an average of $2.29 per 
hundredweight.

Much of the increased demand 
results from government buying for 
shipment to Great Britain. But this 
hasn’t reduced the cold storage sup- 
plies of major foodstuffs. 

In fact, stocks of creamery but- 
ter, cheese and frozen poultry are 
about a third larger than average 
for early June. Stored stocks of 
meat — mostly pork — total a little 
less than 1,000,000 pounds that’s 
almost one third more than was 
in storage a year ago. And it’s 50 
per cent more than normal for this 
time of year. Lard stocks are twice 
as large as usual.
